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Age. 


J/^HE School was opened as a Preparatory School for Bedales School in 
1902, and in 1904 the present buildings were erected on a site in close 
proximity to the Upper School. In 1912 the School, which had till then been 
under independent management, came under the direct control of Mr. Badley. 
It is now under the direction of a Head-mistress, who acts in close co-operation 
with him; and the School has thus become an integral part of Bedales School, 
and is planned entirely for boys and girls who are to enter the Upper School, 
no other children being now admitted (hence the change of name to Bedales 
Junior House).

Children may enter the Junior House from the age of *2. years, the limits of age 
for admission being between this age and ? years. A boy or girl over the 
age of 7 can only be admitted under exceptional circumstances and after a 
personal interview. The age at which they pass on to the Upper School 
depends on their individual characters and attainments ; the age of transference 
being determined by discussion between Mr. Badley and the Head of the 
Junior House. The usual period is the Summer after the child reaches the 
age of 12 or 13 years. 






Children under 6 years live at the Lodge, a small house in the Bedales 
grounds which has been specially re-arranged and furnished for the purpose. 
While there, they are under the care of a lady who is a trained Nurse, and 
whose own little girl is one of the pupils. These children spend the greater 
part of the day at Dunhurst, but sleep at the Lodge and are there for Sundays ; 
and as only 8 children can be taken in this house, it is possible to give to 
these the special care and understanding which is necessary for very little 
children. Children whose parents are abroad may spend their holidays at the 
Lodge if desired. 

The School lies about a mile to the North-West of the small town of Petersfield 
(L. & S.W. Railway, l£-2 hours from Waterloo) and therefore is in one of the 
healthiest and most beautiful parts of Hampshire. The grounds of the Junior 
House are distinct from those of the Upper School, adjoining the playing fields 
of the latter; they comprise about A\ acres. The soil is sandy, and the house 
itself is built on the edge of higher ground, so that it enjoys an abundance of 
fresh air and stands above the level of evening mists at an elevation of 350 
feet above the Sea-level.

Health. 


The health of the children is carefully watched ; owing to the comparatively 
small size of the School (the number for which it is planned is 33 boarders) 
it is possible to pay great attention to the individual needs of the children. 
They are under the care of a Matron who has*had much experience in dealing 
with children’s health, and as a further safeguard the School Doctor calls each 
day and examines any child whom the Matron wishes him to see. 

Children from the Junior House are, if they have anything more than slight 
ailments, cared for at the Bedales School Sanatorium, which is in charge of a 
fully qualified Nurse. 

The situation of the house is airy and sunny, and the house is planned to give 
plenty of fresh air indoors; the school is thoroughly warmed throughout by 
means of central heating during the Winter. In addition to the playing grounds, 
there is a covered play-ground enclosed on three sides and open on the fourth 
for play in wet weather.

THE SENIOR ORCHESTRA. 
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The food is good and abundant, and as much attention is given to the question 
of diet and sufficient variety is ensured, especially with regard to sweet food 
and fresh fruit, parents are particularly requested not to send sweets or eatables 
of any kind, nor to allow them to be brought from home. 

It is now commonly accepted that the aim of education is to give the fullest 
possible opportunity for the child’s natural growth—physical, moral and mental. 

The aim of the school is to provide an environment which shall foster this 
natural growth. As soon as each child shows the interest normal at a certain 
stage of development, in mathematics, in music, in art, in literature and in 
science, that interest is encouraged by the teacher to its fullest extent; but no 
effort is ever made to force the development of interests before this moment 
naturally arrives. 

Children under 9 spend the greater part of the day under the care of a 
Montessori Directress of many years’ experience, who has had special training, 
both in Rome and in Barcelona under Dr. Montessori.

The life of the older children follows the same lines as those in the Montessori 
School. Instead of classes arranged by teachers, the work of education goes 
on in small groups, which are organised largely by the children themselves. 
As shown by the illustrations, free scope is given for many forms of constructive 
work, and in addition to this the children share, as far as possible, in the actual 
life of the home and help in many of the simple duties connected with it. 

Music plays an important part in the life of the school, and a large proportion 
of the children learn stringed instruments and join either the Junior or Senior 
Orchestra. 

Sundays. 

On Sundays after breakfast, when the incidental duties are finished, a period 
is set aside for letter writing; after this, those of the children whose parents 
so wish, are taken to Church, while the remainder have, first a short practise 
of hymns and psalms for the Evening Service, and then free time for quiet 
occupations. The afternoons are spent in walks either with members of the 
Staff, or with older boys and girls from the Upper School. 





The day closes with a short Service similar to that held at the Upper School, 
consisting of hymns, prayers, reading, and a short address. 

The School fee, payable in advance, is £60 per term. There is a reduction of 
£5 a term in the case of brothers and sisters at the School (Senior or Junior) 
at the same time. In the Summer term there are usually a few expeditions to 
places of interest in the district, the total cost of which does not exceed 30/ 
si term. 

Optional extras are: stringed instruments £4 4s. 0d., pi ano £3 3j. ^d. a term ; 
clothing, etc. bought at School, dentistry, special diet, treatment or tuition 
not provided in the School course. The fees cover the cost of Sanatorium 
expenses except in the case of such medicines as are required, or if a second 
Nurse is necessary. 

Notice of removal must be given a full term in advance, otherwise the School 
fee for the following term will be charged. No remission can be claimed on 
account of illness or enforced absence. An admission form will be sent on 
application to the Head-mistress. An entrance fee of £l is charged.
